DETAILED ACTION 

The following action is in response to the RCE filed for application 10/529,605 on March 
31,2009. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 69-81, 90-94, and 164-165 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to show or render obvious the transmission as claimed, and particularly including said ring 
surrounding one of said cones and passing through a constant gap between said transmission 
elements, said two transmission elements being braced, with the coupling element incorporated, 
via a bracing device which presses the two transmission elements against the coupling element 
with a variable pressure, and including the remaining structure of claim 69. The present 
invention also particularly includes wherein the bracing device comprises a pressure device 
having two pressure elements and at least one rolling element, which rolls on a rolling element 
path as a function of torque, which is implemented in such a way that a first pressure element is 
displaced in relation to the second pressure element in the direction of the pressure when the 
rolling element changes its position on the rolling element path as a function of torque, and 
including the remaining structure of claim 90. The present invention also particularly includes 
wherein the actuating means comprise a safety device which adjusts the coupling element into a 
safety running path if the activatable actuator breaks down, and including the remaining structure 
of claim 164.
